ADN. THE OFFICIAL EAST GERMAN NEWS AGENCY, SAID THE REQUEST 
FOR THE PILOTS WAS MADE BY THE EAST GERMAN FOREIGN MINISTRY TO 
CEN. JEAN LACOMME. WHO COMMANDS THE FRENCH GARRISON. IT 
EXPLAINED THAT THE PILOTS, TWO NONCOMMISSIONED OFFICERS, 

ARE WANTED FOR INVESTIGATION, 

AGREEMENTS BETWEEN THE SOVIET UNION AND THE WESTERN ALLIES 
BAN GERMAN MILITARY INSTALLATIONS IN BERLIN. THE 
COMMUNIST EAST GERMAN REGIME MAINTAINS TROOPS AND WEAPONS

IN RECENT WEEKS. THE COMMUNISTS HAVE BEEN COMPLAINING
